ORDER 

On December 30, 2005, President Bush signed into law H.R. 2863, the Department 
of Defense, Emergency Supplemental Appropriations to Address Hurricanes in the Gulf of 
Mexico, and Pandemic Lifluenza Act of 2006 ("the Act").

The question of whether this 
Court retains jurisdiction to entertain these matters is currently pending resolution in the 
appellate courts. Accordingly, it is this 31st day of March, 2006, hereby

WITHOUT PREJUDICE until such time the question of this Court's jurisdiction to adjudicate
